Four hundred soldiers 
nt Monnang are being trained by a Chinese Colonel, NAW SENG and Dr, BA SAW, 
who are renorted to be at Kunming, will return to Monpanget the end of 
November 1950, Ther intend to move into Burma in Necember 1950.
